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PREFACE, 

Explaining the ohjeS and nature of the work. 

THE obje6t of this compilation was to 
furnifli to families and churches a colleftion of 
devout hymns, fufficiently numerous and vari- 
ous, fpr.the purpofes of focial worfhip", and at 
the fame time, as far as could be, neither offen- 
five .nor difguftful to any ferious. chriftian, in 
point either of doftrine, fentiment, or language. 
To attain this end, every liberty has been taken . 
of trahfpofing, altering, retrenching, adding ; 
and the whole has been fubmittcd to the cenfurc 
of feveral of the compiler's friends, who have 
long wiflied for a feleftion of this kind, and 
whofe knowledge, tafte, and devotional turn of 
mind, qualified them to judge of the work and 
to improve it. It was meant that nothing, of 
whatever nature, fliould occur in the pieces 
which compofe this little volume, to embarrafs 
or interrupt the devotion of the worlhipper ; 
and it is hoped they will be found capable both 
of expreflihg and promoting all the good affec- 
tions in which the chriftian charafter confifts. 
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vi PREFACE. 

The principles upon which this feledion his 
been made are thefe, 

That no compofition, confifting merely of 
ideas and propojitions^ unaccompanied with fen- 
timentSj can properly be fet to mufic : Who 
would fing Locke's Eflay, or Euclid's Elements, 
or a Confeffion of Faith, or an A6t of Parlia- 
ment ? 

That fentiments unconnected, or not clofely 
conneded, with devotion, fuch, for inftance, 
as arife folely from pure pidlurefque defcription 
of natural fcenes, are not proper fubjefts of 
facred mufic : Let me be permitted, fince no 
other inftanccs at this moment occur to me, to 
exemplify this obfervation in much of the fe- 
cond and fourth ftanzas of Addifon's twenty- 
third pfalm ; of Dr. Watts' hymn, beginning 
with, " There is a land of pure delight ;" and 
of Mrs. Barbauld's hymn, beginning thus, 
^* Jehovah reigns, let every nation hear." 

That whatever fentiments may properly be 
addrefled to God in plain unmeafured language, 
and mere articulate enunciation, may, at leafl:, 
ns properly be exprcfled. in the figurative lan- 
guage 
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guage and the regular meafures of poetry ; and 
therefore may properly be fung^ provided the 
mufic be adapted to the (train of fentiment : - 

PSALM XLVII. 7. c. 2. 

That the language of a mind, pioufly con-- 
templating the works, the providence, the nature 
or the charafter of God, is, to all dcfirablc 
purpofes, as ufeful, and indeed is as really and 
truly an adt of devotion, as the language of a 
mind immediate^ addreffing itftlf to the fupreme 
being on fuch fubjedls : 

That the devout language oi one mind utter-i^ 
ed in the fame place, and at the fame time, by 
a number of individuals, is ftridly and properly 
an aft of y^r/W worlhip: 

That Pfalmody is not neceflarily nor properly 
confined to the expreflion of devout fcntiments 
only; that it is equally natural, ufeful, and 
agreeable to the principles and praftice of tho 
facred writers, Coloss. hi. 16, to employ it 
for the edification and admonition of curfehes 
and one another^ in order to engage, confirm, 
and animate us in the exercifc and culture of 
^good affcdtions, and in the practice of all 

a 2 ^^^ 
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good works. Such pfalms, formed upon reli- 
gious principles, and fung in concert, from re- 
ligious confiderations, as under the eye of God, 
and in the contemplation of his prefence, con- 
ftitute a very proper part of focial worlhip, and 
arc not unjuftly confidered as an aft of duty to 
Qod, and a tribute of homage and devotion 
paid to iim. 

This compilation has been made both from 
original authors, and from prior colleftions. 
The original authors are principally Patrick 
of the Charter- Houfe, Tate and Brady, Watts, 
Brown, Doddridge ; to which, however, might 
be added the names of Milton, Addifon, By- 
rom, Steele, Pope, Barbauld, Merrick, and fome 
others. The collections, not to mention fome 
of lefs note, and fome in manufcript commu- 
nicated to the compiler by his friends, are 
Mr. Pope's, the two Briftol Colleftions, the 
I/iverpool, Dr. Enfield's, Mr. Lindfey*s, and 
Mr. Williams*. The Seleftion is difpofed in 
four books, the three firft appropriated refpec- 
tively to the three metres moft in ufe, the Long, 
Common, and Short Metre; and the fourth 
. containing pfalms of other meafures.' 

The 
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The pfalms arc not arranged according to 
their fubjefts. This would have created a very 
unneccffary and ufelcfs expence of time. The 
volume, confidcred as a Afifcellany of Devotions^ 
has more variety, and is more agreeable, not 
fo arranged. An accurate clafliBcation of com- 
pofitions fo loofe as poetical devotional com- 
portions generally are, could not have been 
made : and an index, in which a pfalm that 
might be ecjually claimed by feveral fubjefts 
is ranged under allj will ferve every purpoft of 
any claflification that can be defired. 

The order that has been obfcrved, with a 
very few exceptions, proceeding not from de- 
iign but accident, is this : The oldeft authors 
have been taken lirft •, their different works in 
the order of their publication, fo far as that 
was known to the compiler, and the pieces of 
the fame work in the order in which the author 
had arranged them. This is faid with refpedt 
to the original authors that have been ufed. 
The pfalms that have been taken from prior 
coUciSlions follow thofe that have been taken 
from original authors, and have been difpofed^ 
in this fclcftioi^ according to the fanue principle. 
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X PREFACE. 

It is not poflible that the produftions of fo 
many different writers, in different periods^ 
fhould be equally acceptable or fuitable to 
every individual, or to every fociety -, but it is 
hoped that, upon the whole, the variety will 
be acceptable to all -, and that the arrangement, 
which has juft now been mentioned, will enable 
any to accommodate themfelves with fuch 
pfalms as their occafions may call for, of fuch 
ftile and manner as ftiall be agreeable both to 
their general ta{le„ and to their accidental dif- 
pofition.

It (hould be obferved, that in the printing of 
the following pfalms no elifions of final vowels 
have been made. A judicious reader never 
makes fuch elifions. He preferves the meafure 
of the line, not by the fuppreflion of a final 
vowel^ but by pronouncing two fyllables in 
the time of one. 

After this colleftion had been made, it was 
fuggefted by a friend, that it might be agree- 
able to many if each pfalm were marked with 

the 
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the initial letter of the author's name. Of 
many pfalms the compiler never knew to whom 
they were to be afcribed ; there are others, the 
names of whofe authors he has forgotten ; others 
again, yet not many, are fo much altered, and 
that in point of principles and fentiments, that 
it might have been deemed injuftice to annex to 
them the names of the authors to whom they 
originally belonged ; and there are fome that 
have never before been publirtied. So far, 
however, as it was proper and pradlicable, the 
pfalms have been alTigned to their refpedlive 
authors, according to the following Table. In 
this appropriation, as it depended much upon 
the compiler's memory, he wifhes it to be ob- 
ferved, that there may probably be fome mif- 
takes, but he hopes they are not many.

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Explication, in alphabetical order^ of feme terms 

andphrafes that occur in the following colkHion 

of pfalms^ or in others from which thefe have 
been feleSed. 

ALL languages have their peculiarities* 
Languages of the fame age differ in different 
countries ; and languages of different ages in 
the fame. The languages of ancient times, 
and of the eaftern world, arc extremely diffe- 
rent from ours ; and this not merely in the 
founds by which they exprefs the fame ideas, 
but in the combinations of words, in the im- 
port and value of the phrafcs which thefe com- 
binations form, in images, allufions, and even 
in conceptions and ideas. The Jewifli language, 
as muft neceffarily be the cafe from the Angu- 
larity of the conftitution and manners of that 
people, is Angular. The New Teftament was 
writ by Jews, and though not in their own 
proper language, yet it every where betrays 
the charafter of the writers, and bears upon it 
the peculiarities of that language. The terms 
and phrafes of it cannot always be accurately 
expreft by a literal verfion of them ; and fome- 
times thofe which look as like as poffible to 
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the terms and phrafes we would exprefs, being 
conne6ted with modern praftices and ideas, 
and their value cftimated thereby, will lead us 
far from the conceptions and the purpofe of 
the writer. In fuch cafes we are fometimes in 
danger of being mifled by the connexion which 
the terms we employ have, even with pradtices 
and ideas that took their rife from th6fe fcrip- 
tural ones which we would explain. To us, 
therefore, the terms and phrafes of the fcrip- 
tures, even of the fcriptures in our own 
language, muft, of courfe, need explication r 
and, confequently, fince it has been the cuftom. 
to form the ftyle of pfalms, hymns, and other 
books of devotion in ufe among us, upon that 
of fcripture j in thefe fuch expreffions will often 
be occurring, as, if we are not aware, will 
awaken no ideas, or only obfcure and unjuft 
ones-, and yet thefe obfcure and unjuft ideas 
will acquire an eftabliftiment and an authority in 
our minds that is not due to them, thro* the re- 
verence we owe to the word of God from which 
they will appear to be derived. A careful ex- 
plication of fcripture-terms, drawn from its 
true fources, is the more defirable, that it has 
been fo much the pradtice of Chriftian Divines 
to ufe them and explain them, not -according 

to 
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to their original import in the facred writers, 
but annexing to them ideas, and conneAing 
with them trains of ideas, eflential in artificial 
lyftems of theology, yet probably unknown 
altogether to the writers whofe language they 
are employed to illuftrate. 

If the following table fhall be of ufe to any 
that wifh for fuch alfiftance, it will be .well. 
The reader, however, will be cautious in the 
ufe of it -, and, in his perufal of the fcriptures, 
will be attentive to obferve how far the expli- 
cations, herein contained, give light to him in 
that employment, and accord with what he 
finds in the word of God. In Acts xvii. ii« 
Luke records it to the honour of the Berceans, 
that they fearched the fcriptures daily, whe- 
ther thofe things, which Paul and Silas told 
them, were fo« 

Adoption. In fcripture-language, communi- 
cation of the right and power to confider God 
as OMT father^ and ourfelves as his children. Sec 
Son of God. 

Atonement. 
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Atonement. Removal of that by which in- 
capacity or difqualification for the fervicC of 
God has been contrafted : reconcina;tion'with 
God i declaration of it : fanflification : confe- 
cration to God, or to his fervice. 

Babel. In allufion to the high tower by 
which men vainly fought to prevent their fepa- 
ration from each other, this term is fometimes 
ufcd figuratively, to fignify the vain projecfb 
by which men opp()fe the counfels and provi- 
dence of God. 

Baptism. On the part of him who admini- 
fters it, a fymbolical declaration that the bap- 
tized is confidered by him as pure, not unfit 
iw the fervice of God, or the communion of 
men : On the part of the voluntary fubjed of 
it, a fymbolical profeffion of this purity, ac- 
cording to the baptizer's views and principles ; 
of defire to continue in it -, and, for this pur- 
pofej of attention and fubmiffion to him as a 
<lirc£tor and inftruftor. 

Bowels. This term, in fcripture, fignifies 
thofe inward parts that are confidered as the feat 
of life, thought, memory, wifdomj of fincerity, 

afiicflion^ 
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afFcftion, compaflion, fympathy, cruelty; of 
defire, whether good or evil, and of wickedncfs. 
It is equivalent to hearty to mindj to theaffedtions 
and operations of both ; and is^ in this figura- 
tive acceptation^ applied in various ways, both 
to God and man. 

Called. See Elect. 

Christ. Mefliah, anointed; invefted with an 
high office 5 greatly favored. It is an appel- 
lation given to the people of Ifrael, &c. It is 
efpecially appropriated to Jcfus of Nazareth, 
as being that prophet that jhould cnme into the 
worlds and as being anointed^ with the oil of glad- 
nefSj above his fellows. Chrift is faid to give^ 
and we to receive from him, that which, by 
him, God taught the world, or promifed to 
them-, thus we receive from him pardon and 
life, that is, the promife or the hope of pardon 
and life. Chrift is faid to do what his gofpel 
operates, or has a natural tendency to operate ; 
thus he is faid to guide, to ftrengthen, to com- 
fort us, &c. He is faid to fave and to redeem 
us, becaufe God, by him, communicated and 
confirmed that do6lrine, the genuine tendency 
of which is tQ deliver us from' ign(>rance, and 

b fe^x^ 
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fear, and fin, and to infpire us with zeal, and 
cheerfulnefs and a6tivity in the praftice of all 
virtue. Chrift is faid to doy alfo, that which, 
in the name of God, he promijes or prediSls : 
and in general, the prophets are frequently 
commanded to do^ and fpoken of as doing 
or having done^ that which they foretel. In 
correfpondence with the foregoing obferva- 
tions, the phrafes through Chrift^ and in his 
name^ fignify the aid of his doftrine-, by means 
of it, with its authority, according to it, 
in conformity with its requifitions, and agree- 
ably to the rules which it prefcribes. In like 
manner, we are faid to yield ourfelves to Chrift, 
to be governed by him, to be formed by him, 

when we admit and cherifh the genuine influ- 
ences of the gofpel upon our heans and lives. 
As Chrift is faid to fave and to redeem us, be- 
eaufe he was the inftrument of God to convey 
and to confirm to us that dodlrine which is 
moft cfiicacious to accomplilh the deliverance 
of mankind from error, vice, and fear •, fo God 
alfo is ftiled our Saviour and Redeemer^ not 
only becaufehe is theultimate author of allgood, 
but becaufe he is the God and Father of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, and fent him into the world 
to bear witnefs to the truth which he had re- 
celved from him. In rcfpedt of God, there- 
fore. 
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fore, Chrift is our Saviour and Redeemer only 
in a fecondary fenfe j thcfe appellations belong 
mod properly, ftriftly, and originally to God. 
To preach Cbrijl^ is to deliver his hiftory ; to 
publilh the doArine that he taught : originally^ 
to make known to the world what the reporters 
had themfelves feen concerning Chrift, and 
what they had heard from him ; atprefent^ to read 
to others the hiftory of Chrift and of his doc- 
trine in the New Teftamcnr, or to relate what 
is found there concerning him, is moft ftriftly 
and properly to preach Chrift. The blood of 
Chrift^ his obedience unto death ; that mini- 
ftry his fidelity in which coft him his life. 
They are faid to be wajhed from their fins in the 
blood of Chriji^ whofe hope of God's mercy and 
acceptance is encouraged by his miniftry, his

In the language of 
fcripture it fometimes fignifies abfolute promife 
or engagement; ordinance, inftitution, ap- 
pointment, injunftion, precept, command. 
Blood of the covenant : death of an animal, by 
which, anciently, in fome countries, covenants 
were confirmed and ratified ; the parties impre- 
cating upon themiblves a death as miferable as 
that which the animal ftruck by them, or be- 
fore them, which they touched, or through the 
divided parts of which they walked, had fufFer- 
cd, if they did not mean the things they faid, or 
did not perform the things they ftipulated :

Elect, Separated from, diftinguifhed above^ 
chofen, favored. It is applied both to individu- 
als and to bodies of men, in confideration, noc 
of moral charafter, but of talents and privi^ 
leges committed to them and conferred oi> 
them ; to Jews, to Chriftians. It Ibmetimes 
fignifies choice, precious, excellent, approved, 
beloved. Sometimes it is the fame with calledy 
that is, it fignifies thofe who enjoy the benefits 
of the gofpel v at o^her times it is diftinguilhed 
from that term, that is, k fignifies thofe who 
acceptably improve thefe advantages. ' It is to 
be obferved, however, that called fometimes 
approaches to the fenfe of chofen in the laft- 
mentioned acceptation j that is, that it fignifies 
thofe who not only had the gofpel preached to 
them, but who alfo received it.

advantages of the Chriftian difpenfation, fome- 
times thofe who acceptably improve them ; that 
is, in other words, thofe who are poflefled of 
gofpcl-privileges, and thofe who are poflcf- 
fcd of that chara£ber in which God delights. 
^ickening grace^ enlivening grace^ when it is not 
referred to natural but to moral things, is the 
favor of God, by his providence or his word, 
animating and invigorating us in the exercife 
and the culture of all chriftian virtues, and in 
the difcharge of all chriftian obligations. In 
confideration of the efficacy of his providence 
anii of his word to convey to us the beft of 
bleffings, that is, to form us to good charadter, 
to comfort and to confirm us in it, God is fome- 
times called the God of grace ^ and, by a mode of 
fpeaking, fimilar to that in which Chrift is faid 
to be "of God, made unto us wifdom, righteouf- 
jiefs, fanftification, and redemption," God is 
called the Lord our righteoufnefs and Jlrength. 
To feel the grace of God^ is to experience the juft 
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efFeds of his favor on our hearts^ and cfpe- 
cially the juft effefts of his holy word, the gof- 
pel. 

Heaven. The more immediate prefence of 
God, the habitation of angels and of good men 
in the world invifible : God himfelf: perfcft 
happinefs. To afcend into heaven^ figuratively,; 
to be favored with fingular and extraordinary 
communications of the mind and will of God : ' 
to be exalted to great power and honor in the 
world invifible, To come down from heaven^ figu-« 
ratively, to be given by God, to be fent from 
God, by him authorized, and furnilhed for the 
errand. 

Hell. The grave 5 death ; the ftate of the 
dead •, the unfeen world ; the place or ftate of 
thofe upon whom a fentence of final condem- 
nation has been pafled and executed : fometimes 
temporal ruin and deftruftion 5 deep diftrefs and 
trouble of this prefent life. 

HosANNA. Sometimes an acclamation of 
praife to God, and of joy in his government, 
as the faviour and deliverer of his people: 

fometimes 
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fometimes an expreffion of devout defirc that 
God would help them and deliver them. 

Jehovah. The proper name of the God of 
Ifrael ; the Creator ; the living God ; the fourcc 
of being; the proprietor and.difpofcr of all 
things : Tbe Lord is the term by which the 
Englilh verfion often renders this name ; and in 
this fenfe tbe Lord is to be underftood in the 
New Teftament, whenever its adjunfts do not 
determine it to our Lord Jefus Chrift. Sec 
Lord. * 

To JUDGE, in the Jewifh language, is ufed 
to exprefs almoft every thing that relates to ju- 
dicial procefs from the occafton to the tjjue of it. 
To accufe ; plead ; decide, decree •, pronounce 
fcntence, condemn, punilh ; acquit, vindicate, 
deliver, avenge. But bcfide thefe things, this 
term is ufed to fignify the office of a civil go- 
vernor, at large: to rule, govern, be king, reign, 
&c. Judgment has a like extent of meaning ; it 
fignifies trial, difcrimination ; punifhment, chaf- 
tifement, vifitation with evil ; providence, mo- 
ral government, righteoufnefs, mercy •, com- 
mand, law, counfcl 5 duty.

Livings fometimes, like the term true^ fignifies 
excellent. 

Latter day, last day, last times, fome- 
times denote gofpel- times-, fometimes the ap- 
proaching cataftrophe of the Jewifh ftatej 
fometimes fimply in future^ hereafter. 

Lord. Sovereign ruler j proprietor ; head ; 
chief; matter; inftrudlor. Sometimes, like Je- 
hovah, it is a name of God ; fometimes it is an 
appellation of Jefus Chrift, expreffing a relation 
which he bore, originally, and in an efpecial 
manner, to his apoftles and firft difciples ; and 
Cnce, to all Chriftians. 

Name of God. His glory or honor: the 
diftinguillHng excellencies of his nature or 
characSer: God himfelf; his power and aid; 

his authority. 

Nature. 
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Nature. Sometimes, the whole fydcm of 
created beings ; all the works of God ; fome- 
times, this vifible univerfe : fometimes, the ex- 
ternal world, as diftinguifhevl from the intellec- 
tual and moral : fometimes, the ordinary pro- 
grcfs of things, as dillinguifhcd from more un- 
common and extraordinary occurrences : fome- 
times, that which is attainable by the ordinary 
exercife of human faculties, without any fingu- 
lar advantages or extraordinary communica- 
tions : fometimes, the peculiar confticution of 
fome certain fpecies of beings : fometimes, the 
particular qualities, difpofition, turn, or charac- 
ter of an indiViJurJ •, whether this be good or 
bad, the immediate rcfulr of original conllitu- 
tion> or the cffwdt of habit. 

Now. The ftate of an eternal, unchangeable, 
prefcient, and omniprefent being, in refpeft of 
duration^ or of the changes in the views and cir- 
cumftances of his creatures. Such is the com- 
prehenfiion of his mind, that to him all things 
are in fome knk prefent. 

Peace, in the Jewifli language, fignifies 
every fpecies of profperity, both temporal and 
fpirituali all good things.

felf. Such, in the language of fcripture, is the 
meaning of this term : and the countenancey the 
ftghty the face of God, and fome other fimilar 
phrafes, bear a like import. To hide the face 
from is, fometimes, not to fee: fometimes, to 
withhold fome real or fuppofed expreflions of

To SANCTIFY. To appropriate to God or to 
his fervicc : to pronounce holy : to feparatc 
from what is common, from fin, from finners : 
to purify : to efteem, refpeft, reverence, honor 
as holy and excellent. 

To SEE God. To know God ; to enjoy him : 
to be bleft with eminent degrees of divine know- 
ledge or favor. To fee God's face *, tojee God face 
to face J to be admitted to a more perfeft parti- 
cipation of the knowledge and favor of God. 

To SEEK God, to seek his face. To feek 
the favor and friendlhip of God ; to implore 
his guidance, mercy, blefling ; to endeavour, 
by the proper means, and in the way he has 
appointed, to obtain them.

Make my heart Jincere ; fuch 
petitions do not contaia in them a charge of 
the worfhipper againft himfclf, as at that time 
playing the hypocrite, and a requeft that God 
would make him fincere in that aft of worlhip^ 
they exprefs his defire that every wrong thing 
may be removed from him, that he may be de*- 
livered from every thing that corrupts, debafes^, 
or depreciates his charafter. 

SiON. Literally a, hill in Jerufalem : figurative^ 
ly the fcene where God reveals himfelf in grace 
and mercy ; as oppofed to Sinai,, a mountain 
from which he delivered the law talfrael in 
circumftances of great terror and amazement : 
the Ch rift ian church: the future habitation of 
all God's faithful feryants : the city of tha 
living God, 

Son 
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Son of God. An appellation by which Jcfus 
of Nazareth was particularly diflinguifhed : ac« 
cording to the general opinion, as on other ac- 
counts, {o alfo on account of his miraculous 
birth; Lardner's Letter on the Logos, p.31. 
or Lardner's Sermons, vol. ii. sermon 7* 
according to the opinion of fome, not fo much 
on account of any thing peculiar to him, as on 
account of fome things by which he was emi- 
nently diftinguilhed. This appellation is given 
to other individuals alfo, on account of fome 
fingularly favorable diftinftion; to bodies of 
men too, as, to the people of Ifrael firft, on ac- 
count of their diftinftion from the Gentiles; and 
afterwards to Chriftians, for a fimilar reafon. 
Sons of God J Chilclren of Godj in the Jewilh 
language, imitators of God, like God : obedi- 
ent and fubmiflive to him : heirs of his pro- 
mifes. Angels, magiftrates, men in authority 
arc called Sons of God : All good men are 
Sons of God: Chriftians, in particular, are often 
called fo ; and they are faid to be born of Godj 
to be begotten by him, to be begotten by him by 
the word of truth. In the language of fcripture, 
reformers, teachers, and inftruftors are called 
fathers ; they are faid to beget the converts and

When it is faid that the 
fpirit of God has done any thing, the fenfe is 
that God did it, and it may have been cither 
by natural or by extraordinary means, in 
a natural or extraordinary manner. When 
God is faid to have done any thing by bis fpirit^ 
hy the fpirit^ it frequently fignifies that he did it 
in or through the miracles which he wrought, 
in behalf of the gofpel, or by its minifters, or 
upon its converts. When it is afked of God to 
fend J to fend down^ to fend forth his fpirit for this 
or the other purpofe, or that his fpirit may do 
this or that; the fenfe is neither' more nor lefs 
than that God would employ his power for thefe 
purpofes, that he would do what is alked of 
him, in any manner whatfoever, or by any 
means that he ufcs or has inftituted for the at- 
tainment of fuch ends. Spirit alfo fometvtvsft^ 
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fignifies the go/pel and its fpiritual worlhip, 
as diftinguifhed from the law of Mofes and Us 
carnal ordinances.

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tranfitory, not to be truftcd to, relied on, or 
boaftcd in. When this life or this world is 
ftikd vaifi^ or qualified, as they often arc in 
devotional writings, by other like terms, it 
fliould be remembered that they are fo ftilcd, 
not abfolutely, but in comparifon with another 
and a better life and world for which we look. 
The idea which this term vain ought to excite 
in us, is not any thing inconfiftent with a very 
important truth which ought to be kept in view, 
and carefully impreft ' upon the mind, to wit, 
that in all ordinary circumftances />&/> life, in 
this world, is in it/elf, sl very valuable blefling ; 
and, confidered in its conneftions with a future 
ftate of being, is a gift of inexprefliblc and 
even infinite importance. 

Valley of the shadow of death. This 
and fome fimilar expreflions fignify not only 
fcenes of death, but other fcenes of urgent dan- 
ger, or of deep affliftion.
